DR. WM. RUSSELL AND 
EMMA HATCH WHERRITT 


William Russell Wherritt, prominent med- 
ical doctor in Heber, was born December 
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16, 1871. in Pleasant Hill. Missouri, to 
Thomas J. and Elizabeth Russell Wherritt, 
He married Emma Hatch in September, 
1900, in Heber City. She was born March 
10, 1878, in Heber, daughter of Joseph and 
Jane Clyde Hatch. They had three children, 
Dr. Russell Wherritt. Dr. Barton Wher- 
ritt (deceased), and Mrs. Lois W. Todd. 

Dr. Wherritt was educated in Missouri 
schools and at the age of 17 was a regis- 
tered pharmacist In 1898 he graduated 
from the Kansas City Medical College and 
began practicing medicine in Goldfield, 
Colorado. He came to Park City on occa- 
sion to visit two brothers, and in 1899 
decided to settle and practice in Heber. He 
endured all the hardships of rural practice 
before improved roads or electricity. For 
many years he was the only doctor in the 
valley and was without the help of trained 
nurses. Often he would become lost in win- 
ter blizzards at night and spent hours mak- 
ing his way to attend those who were ill, 
During World War I and the influenza 
epidemic of 1918 he was the only doctor in 
the area. A nurse, Kapulani Makahanohano, 
was sent by the State Board of Health from 
Salt Lake to assist him during the epi- 
demic. Beginning in 1902, Dr. Wherritt 
served both as Heber City and Wasatch 
County health physician and also was rail- 
road physician many years. He was a 
thirty-second degree Mason and a member 
of the Mystic Shrine. He died November 
4, 1948, of a heart attack, in his forty- 
ninth year of medical practice in the county. 
He loved his profession and no day was 
ever too long for him but what he could 
greet his patients with a smile. 

Mrs. Wherritt, eldest daughter of Joseph 
and Jane Clyde Hatch, was a granddaugh- 
ter of Abram Hatch, first stake president 
in the valley. She attended business col- 
lege at BYU and for some years was book- 
keeper and office assistant to her father 
in A. Hatch & Co. She was an active 
civic worker, serving six years as vice 
chairman and 16 years as chairman of 
the American Red Cross in the county. She 
helped organize the American Legion aux- 
iliary and was a charter member of the 
Business and Professional Women's Club. 
She also took care of her husband's office 
work, answered telephones and operated 
much of his private business, leaving him 
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free to carry on his medical practice. In 
1961 she was named Wasatch County 
Mother of the Year,” in tribute to her 
many accomplishments. She also served 
many years as president of Wasatch Camp.

Henry Ray Hatch was born April 20, 
1886, in Ashley, Utah, son of Abram Chase 
and Maria Luke Hatch. He married Mary 
Leona Miles on June 4, 1908. She was born 
January 2, 1889, in Payson. Parents of five 
sons, William Ray, agricultural attache to 
the embassy at Iran; John Sumner, M. D.; 


Harvey Allan, M. D.; Joseph Miles, M. D., 
and Charles Steven. M. D. 

Prominent in Heber City as well as Idaho 
Fails. Idaho, where he has lived since 1920, 
Dr. Henry Ray Hatch has held important 
positions throughout his life. He has pur- 
sued an active medical career, but has also 
found time to serve one term as mayor of 
Heber, was second counselor to President 
Joseph R. Murdock in the Wasatch Stake 
Presidency, served on the Wasatch Stake 
high council, was president of the North 
Idaho Falls Stake, first president of the 
Idaho Falls Temple Mission and Bureau of 
Information, and patriarch of the North 
Idaho Falls Stake. 

He also served as a first lieutenant in the 
Army Medical Corps during World War I. 
He attended public schools in Heber and the 
University of Utah, where he graduated in 
1908. He then entered Rush Medical Col- 
lege in Chicago and graduated in 1910. 
He was baptized a member of the Church 
while in Chicago, on October 28. 1909. 
Returning to Heber, he began practicing in 
1910 and continued until 1919, when he 
moved to Idaho Falls. With his sons, who 
are doctors, he has operated the Hatch 
Clinic in Idaho Falls. He is a fellow of the 
American College of Surgeons and has 
achieved many professional honors. 

Mary L. Hatch lived most of her young 
life in Salt Lake City, where she attended 
the University of Utah. She also attended 
the Illinois School of Pharmacy and the Art 
Institute of Chicago. She served in the Wa- 
satch Stake Primary and YLMIA and was 
president of the Idaho Falls Stake MIA. 
She was the first president of the North 
Idaho Falls Stake Relief Society and was 
a Sunday School teacher many years. Her 
husband and five sons credit her with much 
of their success. 
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BERT A. DANNENBERG 


Bert A. Dannenberg was born August 26, 
1881, at Aurora, Texas. The family moved 
to California about 1885, making their home 
at Sutter. He graduated from Sutter High 
School and attended medical school in San 


Francisco, The college was destroyed by 
the 1906 earthquake. He went to Chicago 
to attend Northwestern University Medical 
School, graduating in June, 1909, 

He moved to Heber City, Utah, in No- 
vember, 1909, and married Lacy Turner Sep- 
tember 21, 1910. 

In 1918 he enlisted in the Army Medical 
Corps. Trained at Yale University as a 
bacteriologist, he was at Camp Crane, Al- 
lentown, Pa., and later at an overseas camp 
when the flu epidemic hit the eastern United 
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States. Several doctors were sent to Phoe- 
nixville, Pa. to assist there. He con- 
tracted the flu and was not expected to re- 
cov Lacy was called to Phoenixville 
The armistice was signed while he was very 
ill. On December 21, 1918, he was given 
a medical discharge and returned to Heber 
City. 

In 1925 he bought the Mark Jeff home 
and established the Heber Hospital. His 
brother, Dr. T. A. Dannenberg. moved to 
Heber City in 1927 and bought an interest 
in the hospital. 

Bert was a member of the Wasatch Coun- 
ty School Board. He was the first president 
of the Heber Lions Club, also the first 
president of the Escondido Lions Club. 

Winters were too severe for Bert's heart 
condition, so, in 1935, the family moved to 
Escondido, California, where he practiced 
until his retirement in 1948. 

There are three sons: Bert, and the twins, 
Doyle and Dale. 
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DR. THOMAS A. 
DANNENBERG 


Dr. Thomas A. Dannenberg, or “Dr. 
T. A.” as he was affectionately known 


to his many friends and patients, was born 
in Rome, Texas, in 1880, into poor circum- 
stances. Through self-effort and sacrifice, 
he gained his education as a medical doc- 
tor. After graduating from Physicians and 
Surgeons College in San Francisco in 1904, 
Dr. Dannenberg served his internship at 
Morton Hospital, in San Francisco, and 
then came to Utah. 

He opened his first office in Kamas and 
after 22 years of service to the people of 
South Summit, traveling most of that time 
in horse and buggy, Dr. T. A. came to 
Heber, Utah, in 1926, to practice with his 
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brother, Dr. Bert A. Dannenberg ‘Through 
their unselfish efforts and the help of Mrs. 
Maud Dannenberg. who acted as nurse and 
anesthetist. the first and only hospital was 
established.

After Dr. B. A. Dannenberg left to live 
in California because of ill health, the late 
Dr. Karl O. Nielson became a partner of 
Dr. T. A. and together they successfully 
practiced their profession until the retire- 
ment of Dr. T. A., when he moved to Cali- 
fornia, in 1947. 

Dr. T. A. Dannenberg died at Oakland, 
California, September 29, 1960. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, Mrs. Maud Reynolds 
Dannenberg: Ralph Dannenberg, of Rocky 
Ford, California; and Dr. Thurman Dan- 
nenberg, Oakland. California. Mrs. Alma 
Forbs, a daughter. preceded him in death. 
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KARL O. NIELSON, MD 


The progress of any community is de- 
pendent upon men of courage, vision and 
determination. Men who cannot be satisfied 
with life as they find it will inevitably make 
a better life for all, creati g values of 
mind and institutions of service which bring 
satisfaction to themselves and benefits to 
their fellow men. 

Such a man was Dr. Karl O. Nielson, 
who came to Wasatch Valley as a young 
physician, armed h little more than de- 
termination to succeed in his chosen pro- 
fession. During 20 years of 


service to citi- 
zens of the valley he remained true to the 
trust which was his as a doctor. Through 
his compassion for others and his pro- 
gressive vision, the Nielson Memorial Hos- 
pital now stands as irrefutable evidence of his 
success. This hospital named in his honor, 
together with the love and respect of his 
friends, testifies to the realization of his 
highest ambition for service. 

Karl was born the second son of Dr. 
Alexander John Nielson and Andrea Jesson, 
on December 6, 1904, in Washington, D. C. 
His father was attending Georgetown Uni- 
versity at the time and was president of the 
first LDS branch in Washington. He was 
named after Dr. Karl G. Maeser. 

The family moved to Ephraim, Utah, 
where he was reared and educated in the 
public schools and two years in Snow Col- 
lege. 

He attended the University of Utah a 
year and taught school in Sevier County. 
The next two years he taught in Spring 
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Canyon, Carbon County, Utah. He met and 
married Florence Tuttle. a school teacher. on 
March 14, 1928. 

Karl worked a year in the Spring Can- 
yon Coal Co. office when the dread de- 
pression of 1929 struck. Here a baby girl. 
Florence Karlene, was born and died on 
February 22, 1929. 

Karl then decided to enroll at the Uni- 
versity of Utah for a medical education. 
A daughter, Carroll Lee, was born on Sep- 
tember 21, 1930, and the education went on. 

On June 6, 1932, Karl received his bache- 
lor of arts degree from the University of 
Utah. He was accepted by Rush Medica! 
School in Chicago for the final two years 
of training. 

On March 12, 1935, Karl O. Nielson re- 
ceived his doctor of medicine degree and 
entered Salt Lake County Hospital as an 
intern. He spent 15 months working there 
and in May, 1936, he began working with 


Dr. A. Dannenberg in Heber Hospital. 
He became a partner in the business in 
two years, and for 18 years longer he 


checked the pulse of the area. 

A major renovation was made in the hos- 
pital in 1938. The building's two-story 
front porches were removed, creating a 
large reception room on the main floor and 
a private room on the second floor. The 
coal stove in the kitchen gave way to an 
electric range. 

Dr. Dannenberg retired in 1944, and Dr 
Eldred Wright of Coalville came to work. 
He left in 1946 and Dr. Willard Draper 
joined the staff, and together these two in- 
augurated a new era of progress for Heber 
Hospital. 

During the fall of 1948 extensive reno- 
vations were carried out. A large modern 
operating room was constructed on the main 
floor, and an X-ray room. other office space 
and an elevator were added. , 

In the upstairs a new delivery room was 
added, with adjoining labor room, a new 
nursery. two bathrooms. a new ward and 
an outside entrance. These were complet- 
ed on December 26, 1948. The hospital 
then had medical equipment and services 
equivalent to big city hospitals. 

Karl had two sons born there, Karl 
Douglas and Richard Eric. 

Karl was a member of Heber First Ward 
of the LDS Church. He was a member and

past president of Heber Lions Club, Wa- 
satch Summit Knife and Fork Club, and 
the Wasatch Chamber of Commerce. He 
served on the Wasatch Selective Service 
Board and was president of the Wasatch 
Mutual Aid Society, an insurance company. 
Prior to his death he had been elected 
president of the Utah County Medical So- 
ciety and would have served the follow- 
ing year. y 

On Easter morning 1953 he suffered a 
serious heart attack. He recovered suffici- 
ently in the fall to resume a limited practice 
for two years. 

He suffered a second coronary attack 
on May 12. 1956, Mothers’ Day, and died 
in the hospital he had helped to create. 
He died at the age of 51. 

The Wasatch Wave summed up his life 
in these words: “He lived big, loved much 
and when he left, a whole community took 
it hard. The tragedy of a man's death is 
measured by the value of his life, for Dr. 
Karl O. Nielson, county doctor, commu- 
nity leader, modest philanthropist and fam- 
ily man, we shall mourn a long time.” 


DR. WILLARD J. DRAPER 


Dr. Willard J. Draper was the son of 
Charles H. and Nettie Harris Draper. He 
was born January 4, 1921, at Layton, Utah. 
He was accidentally killed by a gunshot 
wound June 4, 1958, and was buried in 
Heber City Cemetery. 

On June 13, 1945, he married Helen Mar- 
tin. They were the parents of three chil- 
dren: Martin Berry, Diane, and Robert C. 
Draper. 

Dr. Draper was a graduate of Davis 
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High School, Weber College, Brigham 
Young University and the Northwestern 
University Medical School at Chicago, Ill. 
He interned at the LDS Hospital, Salt Lake 
City. 

He was the owner of Heber Hospital 
and Clinic and co-owner of the Mt. Spa 
Resort, and had resided in Heber City 12 
years. He was a kind and understanding 
person and was loved by the people of 
Wasatch County. 

His interest in gardening made his home 
grounds a beauty spot in Heber. He took 
an active part in civic affairs. His art 
of cooking was unexcelled. The Smorgas- 
bord luncheons he prepared were the fin- 
est of their kind. He did all the buying and 
most of the cooking. Hundreds of dollars 
were raised through these dinners for polio 
drives. 

He loved to fish and hunt on his days 
away from the hospital. He was a capable 
and useful person. 35b-/
